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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 3-12, 14-19 and 22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As to claim 3, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art a layered structure comprising a transparent organic layer having a 
planarized transparent organic surface and a hole, a first transparent protection layer 
overlying the planarized transparent organic surface only except within the hole and a 
second transparent layer, which has an electrical conductivity and extends over the 
transparent protection layer and on a bottom and side walls of the hole wherein the first 
and second transparent layers are made of same material. 

4. As to claim 12, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art a transparent liquid crystal display comprising a transparent organic 
layer having a planarized transparent organic surface and a hole, a transparent 
protection layer covering the planarized transparent organic surface only except within 
the hole and a transparent pixel electrode extending adjacent to the transparent 
protection layer and on a bottom and side walls of the hole wherein the transparent 
protection layer and the transparent pixel electrode are made of same material. 

The newly cited reference also alone or in combination with any other prior art 
references fail to teach or suggest the claimed layered structure wherein the first 
transparent protection layer and the second transparent layer having electrical 
conductivity are made of same material including all other recitations.
